y'ATTOOlNG, says aoorge W. 
CrusBelle, in tho Atlanta Con- 
stitution, is an ancient barbar- 
ous custom which has survived 
(n many nations and tribos to this day. 
It is from an old Polynesian verb, ^Ha," 
•to strike, and really means "stricken 
In." 
It was introduced from the South 
Boa Islands. 
The estimate ot civilized 
men upon it is best shown by Webster's 
definition—^'Indelible marks or ñgures 
-made by puncturing tho body and intro- 
ducing some pigment, practiced by var- 
ious barbarous races, both 
in ancient 
and modern times, and also among civ- 
ilised nations bv soldiers and sailors," 
«f 


However barbarous it may seem there is 
yet a curious and interesting side to tat- 
•Dooing as I have soon it in Alaska, the 
Hawaiian islands and among sailor?. 


Tho art of tattooing is dated far back 
among tho ancients and, accordinij to 
Herodotus, it was used as a mark of 
ooblo birth, just as small feet are con- 
sidered in China until this day. Any one 
not bearing the mark of the artist with 
fcho needles was considered 
lo^ 
and 
vulgar and not tho greatest accumulation 
of wealth could place them on a footing 
above the common rabble. 
Tattooing 
with ink is supposed to havo originated 
{n India and was transmitted across the 
« 


lino among the Greeks, Latins and was 
taken up by the Britons, tho Anglos, 
Jutes and Saxons. 


Among savage tribes the tattooing is 
the most barbarous of all practices. Tho 
braves among tho Kanakas undergo tho 
crudest torture while being tattooed, 
having all kinds of fantastic and comical 
designs carved into the flesh from the 
knees upward, as far as tho shoulders. 
Tho face and neck are often horribly 
mutilated, giving them tho most hideous 
appearances. 
If while undergoing this 
ordeal they show signs of weakness» or 
cowardice as they consider it, they aro 
branded as effeminate and cowardly. 


The American Indians also gash their 
bodies until they havo the appearance 
of fiends incarnate. 
Tho procesa lasts 
sometimes months and even years before 
the work is considered complete. 


Tho Esquimaux also indulgo in this 
mutilation to some extent. 
When one 
of them has killed a walrus he is entitled 
to punch one hole on each sido of the 
under lip, about large enough to put a 
lead pencil through, and plug the hole 
up with a piece of ivory taken from tho 
tusk of the animal slain. 
They put 
pices of walrus ivory through their ears 
and noso, all of which has some peculiar 
meaning amongst them. 


The Haida family of Alaskan Indians 
oxcels in tattooing, the tribes which 
make up the bulk of it are the Massetts, 
Skiddlegates, 
Laskeets, 
Cunishawas, 
Chimdyans, Skenas, Hailtzas and many 
others of unpronouncablo names. 
It 
seems to have a regular meaning with 
these Indians, as for instance the marks 
upon tho hands and arms indicate the 
lamily name or rank. 
The tattooing 
^upon the hands corresponds to the om- 
'blems upon the totem poles of tribe, 
whether bear, beaver, wolf, eagle or 
swan or some of the ilshes or frogs. 


The operation is a painful one to tho 
-subject. 
The design is carefully drawn 
•on the person with somo dark coloring 
matter; then it is pricked in with needles 
:and more coloring matter is added until 
the desired hue is obtained. The instru- 
ment is a flat strip of ivory or bono to 
•which half a dozen or more needles are 
fastened with their points projecting far 
enough to raise up tue skin without in- 
flicting a dangerous wound. 
The imme- 
diate effect is to often make the patient 
quito sick for several days, and as they 
nurse their wounded arms and legs I 
fluppoao the beauty of the design 
must 
be their compensation. 
The whole de- 
sign cannot be worked at one time, if 
different colors enter into it, so that the 
Buffering is repeated after healing. 


The Samoans, Kanakas, Fiji Islanders 
and NewZealanders use many geometri- 
cal designs, circular stripes and spiral 
lines in their tattooing. Thoirs is whole- 
sale ornamentation and chan^^es their ap- 
pearanco as much as the Indian's war 
paint does his every day person. 


Tho art of tattooing with ink is be- 
coming very popular with tho ^'upper 
ten." 
It has always been a fad among 
Bailors to have all manner of dosigna be- 
spattered over their bodies; but now the 
toniest of the tony are going wild over a 
similar craze. 
For a person to 
visit 
Japan or China and not have his arms 
and legs adorned with varied 
colored 
dragoons, snakes and butterflies, is sim- 
ply to squander the time and money. 


The Jupaucso are the finest workers in 
the world at this profession and many of 
them make handsome fortunes at their 
work. 
In almost every seaport of any 
size thero is at least one, but often more 
tattooerfl hving royally ou this strange 
vanity of people» 


I should judge lhat nine-tenthi of the 
men who travel the seas for a livelihood 
are marked with India xnkj more or less. 
Why there is such a fascination among 
this class of people more than any other 
U more than I can explain. 


We have a tattoo artist aboard the 
Thetis and at every spare moment he has, 
Aomo onie is ready to let him prod into 
him Xor hours, stamping him for Ufo, for 
the ink once buried under the skin is 
tLm$ ivx^yexs MMUJ pi^rlpfrioAi 


been compounded to remove it, 
but 
everything fails. 
Tho reason that it 
fails is that the ink strikes into the bono, 
saturating the flesh all the way in» Bones 
of drad men havo often been found with 
the tattooing as fresh as when newly 
done. 
Once I saw a skull with a star 
indelibly stamped on tho forehead which 
had been tattoood in the skin of tho 
forehead years before the man's death. 


The method used tor this unique work 
is tho simplest. 
A 
small bunch 
of 
needles arranged in a line and made fast 
to a small handle ia dipped in tho ink 
and the outlines of tho imaRO, marked 
out beforehand, is retraced with 
the 
needles, prodding far enough in to got 
entirely under 
the outer skin. 
It is 
amusing to watch such persons while the 
work is being done on them. 
Tho first 
few strokes you seo them wince, and 
then their features take on a hard cast of 
resolution to stand it to the end. 
Oc- 
casionally an extra hard punch in a ten- 
der spot brings forth an exclamation or 
grunt to tho amusement of tho lookers- 
on who arc always on hand. 
The favor- 
ite piece in tho navy is tho American 
coat of arms or some other patriotic de- 
signs with a mingling of guns, flags and 
eagles that presents a very warlike ap- 
pearance. 
Full-rigged ships in a heavy 
soa or in distress are quite popular. 


Every desiccn imaginable is pricked on 
tho flesh, even landscapes, animals and 
birds. 
The most unique design I ever 
saw was a grave with a monument reach- 
ing nearly tho whole length of tho arm. 
It was dedicated to tho memory of a 
mother. 
Likenesses of dead friends and 
relatives aro very often sketched in. 
This is done mostly by electricity and 
can bo done with as much precision as 
tho production of the finest artist. 
The 
effect is very good, having the natural 
flesh color to work upon.

STORY O F T H E P I S H I N a TNUOrtTRY 
AT THE CHICAOO EXPOSITION 


Models a n d Spociinensot All K i n d s ot 
Doats And I m p l e m e n t s Kmplovcd 
In t h o Klshcriejp. 


N interesting historical exhibit 
in two scries will be disposed 
in the great central nail of the 
Fisheries Building aa a part of 
the large collection of models and full- 
sized specimens of various types of boats 
and vessels engaged in the 
fisheries. 
About thirty models of fishing ve-^sola 
will illustrate the evolution of tho fish- 
ing craft from 11)26 to this year of grace 
for tho presentation of history; these are 
worked up from tho architects' plana, 
and tho rigged models are complottd ac- 
cording to the sailors' plans, a 
point 
considered as important as tho construc- 
tion. 
A collection of drawings, paint, 
ings, etc., will bo aided, with tho rigged 
and sectional modelB, and diiloront kmds 
of plans. Tho typical architectural sorios 
is to begin with the ancient form of tho 
Sparrow-hawk that was driven ashore bf 
A gale in Barnstable Bay, where in 1865, 
after havmg been buried for more than 
two centuries, this old-time craft wai 
unearthed to add another light to the 
perpetual torch procession 
of 
history. 
Such typos as the Burgess craft Fredonia 
will fill out the scale at tho more modern 
end. The forms called snows and kctohea 
were some of the early types of 
fishing 
craft. 
The first marked 
improvement 
in the American fishing vessels was the 
invention of the schooner rig early in 
the eighteenth century, and the second 
event of consequence in the history of 
the Nation's fishing fleet was tho change 
from blunt to clipper schooners, in which 
again recent 
important 
modification) 
have been made. 


The spear is believed to have 
been 
used first in talcing fish; next, the hook 
and line; and finely, the net. 
One ol 
the interesting features in the fishery ex- 
hibit will be the different forms of 
aboriginal apparatus. 
The Indians ol 
the Northwest, who, like the aucioni 
Ichthyophagi, exist almost solely upon 
the animal life of the sea, and who, on 
the entire coast, have the upper limbs 
better developed than the lower 
one? 
from the use of the paddle, will be rep- 
resented by a distinctive series. 
The 
Makah Indians, inhabiting the region of 
Cape Flattery, whose tribal 
name ia 
Knenuit-chachat, 
are the 
only 
ones 
south of Alaska who actively eniiage in 
whaling; but they did not acquire the 
art from white men, and still employ 
the apparatus and processes which have • 
come down to them through 
untold 
cenerations. 
These 
whalemen 
are 
equally skilful in the management ol 
their canoes, made of cedar, and in tho 
manufacture of their own fiahing appar- 
atus. 
All 
their 
whaling 
implements 
used in capture are held in si)ecial re- 
gard, and handed down from one gen- 
eration to another, with the belief that 
it is unlucky to part with them. 
Th« 
largest and best canoes of these fisher- 
men are made by the ClyoquoU and 
Nittinats 
on Vancouver Island, where 
the Indian models his graceiul canoe by 
the eye, with little recourse to absolute 
measurements. 
Tnese are the tribes who 
beheve their ancestors were the ollspring 
of a star that fell from heaven and some 
animal. 
Their methoa of whalings at 
least, is entirely different from that of 
other men. 
They wear bear-skic cloaks 
(artleit(iuitl), and show themselves ex- 
tremely fearless in making long voyai^es 
at sea and in attacking the whale. 


The different kinds of semes in th<3 
order of development, and traced back 
to the sweep-net—the ancient sagena, 
the oldest form of which any distinct 
record is known—will constitute anothei 
great series, as representing the enor- 
mous apparatus developed for cai)turein 
this form with the two divisions of fixed 
and movable nets, compared with which 
the 
fabrication 
among 
the 
ancient 
Greeks and Romans—of which O^sian 
says 
that a 
fisher 
might 
rehearse 
a 
thousand 
names, 
"intractable 
in 
smoother 
verEe**—is made to appear 
insignificant. 
Ia ccmmercial fishing on 
a large scale, nets are sometimes u^ed 
which are a mile in langth, hauled in by 
a windlass, 
sometimes worked by a 
steam engine instead of the power of 
horses or men. 
A trawl-line is made to 
carry a thousand hooks. 
Dynamite and 
other explosives are used in fiahmt^, and 
a device in poaching is the explouion of 
torpedoes beneath the water. 
The most 
important use is made of the hook and 
line, of nets and weirs. The greatest in- 
crease in commercial fishing in the latter 
half of this century has been in deep-sea 
fishing, 
attributed 
principally 
to tho 
comparatively new process of trawling, 
for which one form of invention, chicfly 
in use in the open sea, is referred to as a 
kind of sea-plow, or apparatus going on 
wheels, which, with the mounted n<it, 
rolls over tho ground, simply preaamg 
down the marine vegetation that is im- 
portant to the fish, without tearing it 
up by the roots. 
The vessels used in 
recent methods of fishing are built larger 
than those of any previous tune, and 
carry ice in great quantities, although 
attended by steam cutters which convey 
the catch directly to port. The wonder- 
ful appliances for sea-diving will be a 
series to attract attention, the develop- 
ment of apparatus of all liinds com- 
pletely illustrating the vast increase in 
the appreciation of the ''golden miftcs," 
as the fisheries were called, with gjod 
reason, by the Dutch, who in going 
fishing raised themselves to opulcuce.-^ - 
Harper's Weekly,.

Dcccmbcr, 1497, 
little more than five 
years after Colum- 
bus had discovered 
Aiucrica, Vasco de 
Gama, 
the 
great 
Portuguese

southeast coast 
of 
Africa. 
The Capo 
of Good Hope bad 
b e e n 
discovered 
and rounded 
only 
nine years before, 
and Do Garaa had 
now been seat bv 
Portugal to 
discover whether it 
was 
•possible to reach India by way of it. On 
Christmas Day ho spied a broad and 
shallow 
bay 
in 
about 
thirty degrees 
south latitude, and put into it for water. 
Cn honor of the day he named the ad- 
jacent land Natal—Christmas. 


America 
and Natal were 
thus dis- 
covered at practically the same time and 
might have been expected to progress 
»together. 
But many causes conspired 
to give America the preference, and it 
was not until 150 years later that any 
Bcttlemcnt 
at all was made in South 
Africa. 
This was at Cape Town, and 
nearly two centuries more elapsed be- 
fore 
any permanent 
settlement 
was 
affected at the Bay of Natal. 
Thia was 
in 1824. 
"When it was nine years old a 
fcownsite was laid oil and named Dur- 
ban, in honor of Sir Bcnjamia D*Urban, 
Governor of Cape Colony. 


At this time the white population of 
Natal was very small and consisted al- 
most entirely of Englishmen. 
The next 
four years were to witness the arrival of 
an overwhelming Dutch population. 


The Dutch had settled the cape and 
•had never become reconciled to the Eng- 
lish taking possession of 
it in 1805. 
Many had at once retreated to the in- 
terior, far beyond the reach of the Eng- 
lish ofUcials. 
But as England extended 
the borders of Gape Colony most of them 
were once more brought back under the 


finally rained, defeated DIngaan 
In n 
irreat battle and drove him from Natal, 
They then began to make roptisala for 
the treacherous murder of their kin- 
dred. 


But here England stepped in. 
She 
had not been much troubled by the Zulu 
atrocities; she was now horrified by the 
Dutch reprisals. 
She ordered them to 
be stopped. 
The Boers paid no atten- 
tion to her demands, and in 1843 she 
reseizod Natal and has held it ever since. 
The Boers resisted vigorously, but were 
forced to yield at last. 
Face, however, 
worked 
out 
its 
revenge pretty well. 
Nearly forty years after, at Isandlhwana, 
these very Zulus whom England 
had 
protected 
from the 
vengeance of the 
Boers almost annihilated an entire Brit- 
ish army, killing all but a score out of 
1500 men.

A small percentage of the Asiatic ele- 
ment consist of Parsees, Sikha a ad other 
high-caste Indian 
tribes. 
There 
are 
also many Malays and natives of Java 
and 
Sumatra, 
These 
are 
popularly 
known 
as Arabs, although 
they 
are 
nothing of the sort, 
Taey are usually 
merchants, 
peddlers—fat, greasy-look- 
ing fellows in dirty white gowns and 
turbans, many of them. 
All the Hindus 
wear their national dress. Every fashion 
extant in India can also be found in 
Durban, 


There are few negro women in Denban, 
nearly all domestic work being done by 
nen:ro men. 
The nursemaids are nearly 
all half-grown negro boys. 


Coffee is served at 6 o'clock every 
morning all over South Africa, and is 
brought to you in bed by negro men or 
boys, irrespective of your sex. 
This 
custom 
of 
serving 
morning coffee is 
practically universal, although no one 
seems to know how it originated. 


Natives are usually spoken of as Kaf- 
firs, an Arabic name meaning 
'*unbe- 
liever.'* 
Their name for themselves is 
Abantu, which simply means ''people." 
The Kaffirs are not the original people 
of Africa, but a comparatively late im- 
migration, 
The original possessors of 
the land were the Bushmen, probably 
the lowest and most degraded set in the 
world. 
Upon 
these 
people, centuries 
ago, the Hottentots descended like a 
storm, driving them to the inaccessible 
parts of the mountains and deserts. 
In 
turn, the Hottentots were 
themselves 
overpowered and driven south by a great 
wave of people belonging to the Abantu 
race. 


When the Dutch settled Capetown in 
the middle of the seventeenth century 
the Hottentots still occupied what is now 
Cape Colony and the Abantu held all the 
land to the North, while the Bushmen 
eked out a precarious existence by rob» 
bing Abantu, Hottentots 
and 
whites 
with the greatest impartiality. 
In the 
course of the last 2u0 years both Bush- 
men and Hottentots have almost died 
out. To-day the Kaffira constitute nearly 
the entire native population. 
Divided 
into hundreds of tribes of varying sizes 
they aro yet ail more or less closely re- 
latjed. 
Their customs are largely identi- 
cal over the wildest tracts of country 


and the grammar of their languag« If 
the same throughout its many dialect«. 


The Kaffir language is a difRcult one 
at best-. 
There aro ten different ways of 
forming plunilp. 
The verbs 
aro also 
very complicated. There are four sounds 
. in KaWr not found in European tongues. 
Few whites 
attempt 
to 
speak Kaffir 
grammatically, but nearly every one in 
Natal can speak a kind of dialect known 
to all town Kaffirs, 


At the beginning of the present con- 
tury there were about ninety-four tribes 
of 
Kaffirs in 
Natal alone. 
The yeai 
1812, however, saw the rise of the great 
Zulu empire. 
For sixteen years, Chaka, 
the 
Zulu 
Napoleon, carried 
fire 
and 
spear far and wide, and when quiet was 
once 
more restored 
fifty-nine 
of the 
ninety-four tribes had utterly perished, 
The Natal native laws are very strict. 
No Kaffir is allowed out after 9 o'clock 
at nicrht without a pass. 
If he ventures 
out and is caught 
he 
is arrested and 
severely punished. 
No drink or firearms 
can be sold or given to Kaffirs without 
subjecting both parties to tine or im- 
prisonment. 
The Kaffirs are controlled 
by native police—a very useful and ath- 
letic looking body of men, who, 
how- 
ever, have no power to arrest whites un- 
der any circumstances whatever. 


The natives are wonderfully honest. 
Not one per cent, of the houses in Dur- 
ban are locked at night, nearly everyone 
leaving the back door open to admit the 
servants in the morning, yet theft if 
almost unknown. 
There is no poverty 
in Natal—at least one never sees a beg 
gar or hears of one. 


Contrary to the general impression in 
the United States, this country, and in 
fact all of Africa south of Delagoa Bay 
is very healthy. 
The death rate in Dur- 
ban is only ten in a thousand, and 
that 
of all Natal is even less. 
One reason of 
this is that there are comparatively few 
children here and the list is not swelled 
by the infant mortality that cuts such a 
figure in other parts of the world. 


Durban is the principal city of Natal, 
It is laid off on the 
longitudinal 
plan, 
nearly everything of importance being 
situated on one 
of 
two 
long streets, 
which run west from the landing place 
and lose themselves in the wooded heights 
of the Berea, some five miles distant, 
The Berea is a long ridge running north 
and south, and thickly dotted with the 
villas of the richer people. 
During the 
summer or rainy season it is a very beau- 
tiful place. 
In winter, however, it if 
rather dusty. 


Of 
course, 
being in the 
Southern 
hemisphere the seasons here aro differ* 
ent from those of America. Christmas is 
midsummer day and June is the dead ol 
winter. 
The 
climate varies with 
the 
distance from the sea level and 
conse- 
quent elevation. 
Durban's winter cli- 
mate is much like that of Southern Cali- 
fornia, while in summer the heat is very 
great, the thermometer always standing 
above 100 degrees in the middle of 
thi 
day. 


Pieter Maritzburg, the capital of Na- 
tal, is only 
seventy-three 
miles 
from 
Durban by train and less than fifty in a 
direct lino, but its elevation is 3218 feet 
and its climate consequently much colder. 


At CharlestowD, 180 miles in a direct 
line from Durban, the elevation is nearly 
5400 feet and the winter is very cold. 


There is some wonderful engineering 
on the line of the Government railways 
m Natal. 
The country, besides being a 
sharply ascending one, is cut by a broad 
transverse valley, necessitating many de- 
scents 
in grade. 
The result is that in 
running Irom the coast to Charlestown, 
at the edge of the Transvaal, SOi 
miles 
by train, every pound of freight is lifted 
vertically 
two railea and a half. 
The 
railways and telegraph lines all belong 
to the Government. 


Natal 
is governed 
by a le^islativo 
council of thirty-one members, 
twenty- 
four elective, five sitting by virtue of 
their official positions and two appointed 
by the Governor, 
All high officials are 
appointed 
by the Queen. 
Really the 
council has very little power. 
The ad- 
ministration 
is not responsible in any 
way 
to 
the 
people, and can do pretty 
much what it likes. 
Still, the council 
has a very handsome Parliament 
build- 
ing 
at 
Pieter 
Maritzburg 
und 
goes 
through the motions of governing with 
great 
impressiveness.—San 
Francisco 
Chronicle,

REMEDY FOU THICK MILK. 


Thick milk from a heifer is no doubt 
due to somethÎDiî in the heifer. 
The 
blood is not in a healthy state, and some 
treatment is necessaay. Give a pound of 
epsom salts dissolved in a quart of warm 
oatmeal or linseed gruel, and note the 
result; if not effective, repeat in two 
days. 
It may be that the feed or the 
water is at fault, and this should be 
looked to. 
Sometimes neglect to give 
salt regularly has this result. This thick- 
ening of the milk is caused by a fer- 
mentation in it that may be due to 
various causes, but it is mostly caused 
by the condition of the cow. Sometimes 
it has been causad by impure water, and 
sometimes by uncleanliness of the pails 
or pans.—American Dairyman. 


OCCASIONAL BUnSOILIKG. 


Probably no work on the farm pays so 
well as that done with the subsoil plow 
on land that has been well underdrained. 
The advantage of subsoiling is that one 
operation lasts a number of years, and 
if the drainage is perfect, the land never 
loses the porosity 
which the subsoil 
plow gives it. If new land were drained 
as soon as the forest were cleared from 
it, subsoiling would not be needed. The 
decay of roots of trees in the subsoil 
makes a natural drainage way through 
which superfluous or stagnant water can 
pass. 
But in ninety-nine cases out of 
100 drainage is not resorted to until the 
compacting of soil and its inability to 
carry off water makes drainage neces- 
sary. 
Then after the underdrain 
is 
down it takes years of freezing and 
thawing and clover growing to establish 
the old water courses again, or rather to 
make new ones. The subsoil plow helps 
this work amazingly. 
It should follow 
the drain, and it will do good to repeat 
the subsoiling every few years, thus 
enabling the soil to hold more water 
without being saturated, because 
the 
surplus mu8t^ always pass oil wherever 
an outlet is provided for it,—American 
Cultivator. 


THE QUESTION AS TO STRAW. 


It IS a vexed question what to do with 
straw. 
One says it must be worked into 
manure—as much of it thiough the ani- 
mal us possible, when a part of it will 
be made over into animal produce, and 
the rest, going into the manure-pile as 
dung, will be so finely ground up that it 
will rot readily; the rest to be used as 
litter. 
Thus all of it is utilized at home. 
Another would burn it, presumably on 
the wheat land, with the stubble, and 
Bays it is worth $2 a ton to the land so 
treated. 
Another would spread it and 
plow it under; and still another would 
sell it, the price obtained being from $2 
to §15, according to the state of the 
market and the condition of the straw, 
whether much broken or not. 
The fact 
is, no single rule will answer for all 
cases; each one must decide his own case 
for himself, on business principles. 
If 
DO animal product'of 
any kind can be 
sold with profit, commercial manures can 
be used to advantage to replace plant- 
food sold in the straw; and if there is a 
good market for it, sell it. 
If all these 
conditions are just reversed, use it up in 
the barn. 
If 
it can be neither sold or 
fed, the pile of it is Inrge, and the quan- 
tity of manure made is small, then burn 
it with the stubble. 
Last of all, plow 
it in; a last resort, because of 
the dilli- 
culty in getting it well covered, and of 
the slowness with which it decays when 
BO treated; not till decayed 
has it any 
use as plant-food. 
The manurial value 
of my straw is estimated at $2 per ton; 
if burned, half of this may be lost in the 
•itrogen, all of which passes off into the 
iir. 
If fed to the stock, it cannot but 
realize more than its were manurial value, 
for itnimal produce is worth more than 
manure. 
If threshed by hand, and the 
straw is left in a good condition, little 
broken, it has been sold for $15 a ton. 
There is a wide 
margin here lor wise 
judgment as to what to do with 
the 
fitritw.—New York Tribune. 


RULES FOR PLANTING THE WHITE PINE. 


Edmund Hersey, Superintendent of 
the Bussey Parm, advocates the planting 
of the white pine. 
As a timber tree he 
claims it possesses more good qualities 
than any other native tree of Massacbu- 
Betts, 
It is easy to grow from the seed 
or transplant when young. 
It will flour- 
ish on u light sandy soil or on a peat 
meadow, and on ordinary soil the growth 
is so rapid that the tree will be large 
enough for lumber purposes in thirty-five 
years. 


When the seed is to be planted by 
man the cones should be gathered just 
before the first frost in the autumn and 
placed email end up in the grass away 
from all enemies. 
After the first heavy 
Irost, gather up the cones and shell out 
the seed 
by turning them small end 
downward over a vessel and giving them 
a rap with a stick, when the seeds will 
drop out. As soon as the seed is shelled 
it should be planted. 


The method of planting must depend 
on the condition of the soil; if it is a 
barren plain shallow furrows may be 
plowed iiom east to west^ five feet apart» 


turning the furrows to the south tc 
afford a partial snade to the youn^ 
plants. 
The seed should be planted on 
the south side of the open furrow, drop- 
ping two seeds near each other, thsr 
leaving a space of four or five feet, and 
covering the seeds with earth enougl 
to 
keep 
them 
moist, 
say 
noi 
far 
from 
one-half 
an 
inch 
in 
depth. On rocky land, or -where the soil 
is hard, dig out with a sharp spade 8 
small sod whore the seeds are to be 
planted, leaving the sod near the hole oi 
the south side for shade, and plant th< 
seed the same as in furrows. 
In a favor 
able season enough seed will germinate 
to cover the land, but if the season b( 
unfavorable a portion of the land will 
have to be reseeded the followihg year. 
Wliere the land is shaded by trees germ* 
¡nation will be more certain; but in such 
places, when the seeding pines are twc 
years old they should be let out into the 
sunshine by removing the trees that shade 
them. 


In localities where seedling pines thai 
grew naturally are numerous it is noi 
expensive to cover land with pines bi 
transplanting the young trees; to do this 
%p the best advantage trees should bf 
selected that are not over six inches ii 
height, and in removing them a small 
ball of earth should be removed with 
each tree, care being taken not to expost 
the roots to the light or the air, and it is 
always best to do the work on cioudj 
days, 
Ttie trees should be set five or si3 
feet apart, and as they grow ^a euflicien; 
number should be cut out to preven* 
crowding. 
When large enough lor bo3 
boards or coarse lumber not more that 
four or five trees should be left on each 
rod of land.—Boston Transcript.

AVhile it is more convenient, at least 
on the farm, to allow poultry a good 
range, yet because this is given they 
should not be expected to make their 
own living. 


Those who have not given their hens 
an evening feed of corn during the sum- 
mer had better do so when the effect of 
the cool nights is overbalanced by the 
heating qualities of the corn. 


Brahmas, Cochins, Plymouth Rocks 
and Langshans fatten more readily than 
some of the other breeds; hence care 
must be taken in feeding or the hens 
will become too fat to lay well. 


If any farmers contemplate 
adding 
new blcod to their slock they should by 
all means purchase the birds in the fall. 
The fowls are in the best condition at 
that time of the year, and if they are put 
with the rest of the tiock the beet results 
will be obtained.
